SAILORS’ UNIFORMS. 


' Sopied Frem England and Not Rep- 
| ' resentative of America. 

All are fatuiliar with the American 
nan-of-war suilors suit, but has any 
me ever stopped to consider bow he 
comes by it and what the origin of {t 
4? With the exception of the fit itself 
ind the stars in the corner of the collar 
the whole suit is copied from the Eng- 
ish, One would bave thought that by 
this time the American nation would 
have fallen upon some original cos- 
tume for its navy in some way more 
representative of America. 

In the carly days of the British navy 
it was still the custom to tie the hair 


in a cue after well greasing it, but 
much annoyance was felt by the men 


In consequence of the oil getting on the 
rough serge of their jumpers or blouses, 
This caused the blne collar of the 
same material as the jumper to be 
added, but without tnuch suecess, as 
the collar looked quite as untidy, so at 
length the idea of putting the biue 
drill one over the serge was adopted, 
the drill collar being a separate ape 
pendage and therefore easily washed 
and kept clean. The lanyard was 
worn to represent the ropes and rig: 
ging of the ship, and the jackknife in- 
dicated that Go be paradoxical the 
blueincket's object in life was death— 
to his enemy. 

In those days the neck was exposed, 
but as time went on and more thought 
was given to the welfare of the men 
this was found to be injurious to the 
health; hence the substitute of the 
white neck flannel, white being used 
{fo give the effect of the uncovered 
neck, 

The two rows of white braid at the 
top of the cuff represent England and 
Ireland, the row at the bottom 
showing that Seotland had not become 
annexed, The rows of braid on the 
collar represent wholly and solely the 
victories of Nelson, 

At the opening of Lord Nelson's 
grand career and his first great vie- 
tory at Aboukir the first row of braid 
was put on the collar, and Jack was a 
proud and happy inan, and be became 
still prouder and happler when Abonkir 
was followed by Nelson's greater vice 
tory at Copenhagen, and the second row 
was odded, But he became the proud. 
est and happiest man and, alas, also 
the most sorrowful and grief stricken, 
when that great hero and magnificent 
example of naval courage lost his !ife 
in his last victory at Trafalgar, and so 
the third row of braid went on, but 
there was no more to come after It, for 
“the last pipe’ had sounded for the 
gallant sailor, his last fight fought, his 
last victory won. To sdgnify the 
mourning which filled the hearts of all 
English sailors the black scarf was 
ndded, This was the origin of the 
British tars uniform, which {is both 
historical and blographical and dear to 
the heart of all English people.

JAPANESE PAGODAS. 


| Enermous Pendulums Render These 
Old Structures Earthquake Proof. 

The only old structures in Japan 

| which seem to be earthquake proof are 

| 

| 


the pagodas, which were erected before 
the temples. There are many which 
are 700 or SOO years old and as solid 
as when first built. 

There is a reason for this, and it lies 
{in their construction. A pagado is 
| practically a framework of beavy tit- 
| bers which starts from a wide base 
and is in itself a substantial structure, 
| but rendered still more stable by a 
peculiar device, Inside the framework 
} and suspended from the apex is a 
| long, heavy beam of timber two feet 
| thick or more. This hangs from one 

end of the four sides, Four more heavy 
| timbers, and if the pagoda be very 
lofty still more timbers, are ndded to 
these, The whole forms an enormous 
pendulum, which reaches within six 
inches of the ground. 

When the shock of an earthquake 
rocks the pagoda the pendulum swings 
) In unison ana keeps the center of grav- 
| ity always at the base of the frame- 
| work. Consequently the equilibrium 
of the pagoda is never disturbed, and 
this is the explanation of the great 
| nge of many of them, when from their 
| height one would suppose them to be 

pecullarly susceptible to the effects of 

the earthquake.

fourteen, aud similarly the year of his 
death (1715) equals fourteen,—London

! Education Is Freeing Her From the 
Shackles of Old Customs. 


As a result of the propaganda work 
that is now being carried on by the 
East Indians in behalf of women, 
womanhood all over Hindostan is be- 
coming awakened.

depths, the turtle has an exceedingly 
good time.

FLOATING IN THE AIR. 


Impression on Ascending 
Free Balloon, 

One of the first questions which Iam | 
usually asked by persons seeking In- 
formation about balloons Is, “What is 
the sensation of going up Ina balloon?" 
writes Captain C, Del’, Chandler, U. | 
8. A. I will anticipate this same in- | 
quiry of the readers of this article and 
State for their information that In a 
free balloon I have not noticed any pe | 
cullar physical sensation which can be 
described. It would be like trying to 
describe standing still as a sensation. 
The Impression on ascending In a free 
balloon {is more an optical illusion, The | 
ascent Is so slow and gentle that It, 
cannot be felt, and one has the impres- 
sion that the balloon Is motionless and lige 
the earth gradually dropping away. <All 
the nolses and shouts of. the people be- 
come fainter and die out. As the alti 
tude Increases hills and valleys are not 
apparent, and the carth seems flat, like 
a beautiful colored map, showing cul-

trated fields, forests, ete, 

The greater part of the time a bal- 
loon is moving either up or down, but 
the motion Is not apparent, and it re- 
quires a statoscope to Indicate whether 
the balloon is ascending or descending. 
If a considerable change of altftude Is 
made in a short time, the difference tn 
alr pressure may be felt on the ear 
drums, In descending even quite rap- 
ldly I have never had any sensation of 
falling. 


The Bath of the Future.

surgery no longer necessarily fatal,

Perhaps the wWost marvelous case 

on record Is that of a patient brought 
jn with a bullet wound in such a place 
(hut the missile must Lave reached the 
heart The man still breathed, but 
there Was searcely any pulse. He was 
operated upon at once, und us soon as 
be heart was exposed a jet of blood 
twenty inches high spurted from the 


Wound, his was immediately stitched 
up, stopplug the loss of blood, But 
where Was the bullet? Cautlously the 
Re was lifted up. There Was no 
sign that the bullet had gone through 
it. It must have lodged in the heart 
Itself, Ah, the surgeon can feel It 


Plainly to the wall opposite the wound! 
To leave it there means death, Quick- 


ly the heart is trussed up half out of 
the body, and with inutinite caution an 
Incision is made, Kut how to get out 
the bullet? The surgeou dare not use 
forceps for fear of pushing the bullet 
back Into the cavity of the heart. Very 
gently and carefully he pinches the 
heart between his thumb and foretine 


ger, and in a moment the missile drops 
out. The wound is stitehed up and the 
cavity closed, and the patient makes a 
complete recovery
